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Ordinarily Police Chief Gor¬ 
don McMillan pays about as 
much attention to anonymous 
letters as we do. But this week 
he received one and, instead 
of depositing it in the round 
file, referred it to us. 

It wasn’t exactly a letter, 
but a newspaper clipping with 
portions underlined and the 
scribbled words, ‘‘Good Old San 
Marino-” The article extolled 
the services offered by the San 
Marino Police Department and, 
specifically, told how vacant 
houses of vacationing resi¬ 
dents are patrolled three times 
a day. 

“Now," said Chief McMillan, 
“tell them that we'd be glad to 
give the same services here il 
they are willing to pay com¬ 
parable amounts of money for 
police protection. We do offer 
much in the way of personal 
service, but we just don't have 
the manpower for that kind of 
patrolling." 

As we see it/ the problem 
always boils down to this: you 
get what you pay for.

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Epidemic Prompts 
Roving Dog War 

You'd better get Rover off the street. 

If you don't it could cost you as his owner $300 or three 
months in jail, or both. 

An intensified campaign is being waged in Sierra Madre 
by the San Gabriel Valley Humane Society and the local Police 
Department as a way of com¬ 


batting the county-wide ani¬ 
mal rabies epidemic. 

Now, for the first time, dog 
catchers are equipped with ci¬ 
tation books. They have in¬ 
structions to cite into court 
people who allow their dogs to 
run at large. 

Not only will roaming dogs 
be impounded, but their owners 
will be haled into Pasadena 
Municipal Court to face pos¬ 
sible fines or “impoundment” 
themselves. 

If the roving canine man¬ 
ages to elude the dog catcher, 
they will be followed home or 
identified in some other man¬ 
ner, Police Chief Gordon G. 


McMillan explained. Then the 
owner will be issued a ticket. 

“This strict enforcement is 
for the protection of dog own¬ 
ers themselves,” the chief 
pointed out. “We don't want 
the alarming incidence of ra¬ 
bies elsewhere in the county 
to spread up here.” 

Humane Society officials re¬ 
ported that 41 citations were 
issued in Alhambra and Mon¬ 
terey Park In just three days 
this week. They said there was 
one possible rabid skunk found 
in Sierra Madre, but it had not 
been confirmed by laboratory 
examination. 


Get Permit, 
THEN Build, 

Say Planners 

“How can we get the word 
to people that they can’t build 
any kind of a shelter without 
first getting a building per¬ 
mit?” 

That was the question last 
Thursday night of Planning 
Commission Robert H. Ains¬ 
worth. 

Building Inspector William 
Lees remarked that the con¬ 
struction of three garages has 
been halted by the city recent¬ 
ly, because their owners didn’t 
obtain permits. 

Another man, R. E. Imus, 839 
Woodland Drive, was given a 
“belated” variance by the plan¬ 
ners last week. Said Commis¬ 
sion Chairman Mrs. M. R. de 
Wright:

A quota of 225 pints of blood 
will be asked when the Red 
Cross Bloodmobile visits Sierra 
Madre Wednesday, May 21. 

In announcing this quota— 
24 pints above the number 
contributed during the visit 
last autumn — Mrs. John E. 
Conzelman Jr., blood donor 
chairman, said that in the past 
Sierra Madre always has met 
its quota, and, in most cases, 
exceeded it.

State Orders 
Signal for 
Death Corner 

One of Sierra Madre's two 
“death corners" — Michillinda 
and Foothill boulevard — will 
get traffic signals, the State 
Department of Public Works 
announced this week. 

And steps will be taken to 
improve the existing lighting 
at the other one, Baldwin and 
Foothill. 

William D. Cahill, 38 W. 
Sierra Madre blvd., received a 
letter from G. T. McCoy, state 
highway engineer, stating th^Jt 
“Our studies at these intersec¬ 
tions have been completed and 
it has been determined that 
the installation of signals, 
lighting and channelization at 
the Michillinda avenue inter¬ 
section and improvement of ex¬ 
isting lighting at the Baldwin 
avenue intersection are justi¬ 
fied.” 

Mr. McCoy said that the 
lighting improvement at Bald 
win will be started “as soon 
as arrangements can be made 
with the serving utility.” 

He explained that plans and 
estimates of cost now are be¬ 
ing prepared for the Michillin¬ 
da work. Since Foothill is a 
state highway, and Michillin¬ 
da is a county and city street, 
the financing will be done 
jointly by the state and local 
agencies. 

Mr. Cahill, local realtor, 
who has been the driving force 
behind the campaign to signal 
ize the death corners, said yes¬ 
terday that ‘‘half the battle 
is won.” He indicated that the 
numerous names on the peti¬ 
tion he is circulating probably 
will eventually assure signals 
for the Baldwin intersection 
also. 


COMPROMISE MEASURE 
ASKED FOR BOULEVARD 

Creation of a modified C-l zone was proposed by Don Jack- 
son last week as a compromise measure to satisfy property owners 
on West Sierra Madre boulevard and at the same time get the 
city out of a ticklish situation. 

Mr. Jackson, the owner of property at 470 W. Sierra Madre 

boulevard, suggested that the __ 

special zone should provide 
for a 25-foot front yard setback 
and side yards of 5 feet. 

"To all outward appear¬ 
ances,” he told the city plan¬ 
ning commissioners, “the 
neighborhood would be retain¬ 
ed as a residential area. But 
in the future, certain types of 
professional or salon-type busi¬ 
nesses could go in there.” 

The area would be similar 
to the one on South Lake ave¬ 
nue in Pasadena, the local 
clothier pointed out. 

City Planners said they 
would have to wait for a legal 
opinion from City Attorney T. 

Guy Comyn, who was ill with 
the flu, before acting on the 
proposal. But Commission 
Chairman Mrs. M. R. de Wright 
termed it “an excellent sug¬ 
gestion, I think.” 

Mr. Jackson remarked that 
the new zoning would “give 
me the same conditions as Dr. 

(Milton) Valois.” 

He was referring to Dr. Va¬ 
lois’ new dental offices at 460 
W. Sierra Madre boulevard. 

When Mr. Jackson applied for 
a regular C-l zone change at 
last month’s meeting of the 
planners, he said then that con¬ 
struction of the offices next 
door had destroyed the mone¬ 
tary value of his property by 
30 per cent. 

Earlier in the meeting Thurs¬ 
day night, a letter from W. D. 

Cahill estimated property val¬ 
ue loss at 25 per cent.

Coast Guard officials at 
Long Beach warned all boat¬ 
men today that new inspection 
laws require them to remove 
certain fire extinguishers from 
their vessels. 

The model R-10 portable, 
hand-held, carbon dioxide type 
fire extinguisher with approval 
number 162.005/25/0 must be 
removed from all vessels which 
are subject to the Coast Guard’s 
inspection laws. However, R-lOs 
bearing approval number 
162.005/40/0 have been okayed 
by the Coast Guard. The man¬ 
ufacturer of these extinguishers 
has agreed to replace all ille¬ 
gal extinguishers with approv¬ 
ed types. 

Model R-15 portable extin¬ 
guishers with approval num¬ 
ber 162.005/26/0 must also bo 
removed from vessels falling 
under the Coast Guard’s inspec¬ 
tion jurisdiction. This model 
has been superseded by those 
bearing the number 
162.005/41/0. The manufacturer 
also will replace the illegal 
R-15s, the Coast Guard said.

“It is my belief that a vari¬ 
ance is not a permanent 
change of zone which, appar¬ 
ently, Dr. Valois has taken for 
granted, and can be changed 
to its original R-l classifica¬ 
tion (i.e., a time limit such as 
one or two years variance with 
renewal at the option of im¬ 
mediate residents of the area).” 

Mr. Cahill said, “It is with 
regret that I view the destruc¬ 
tion of a fine residential zone 
by the obvious bad faith and 
overuse by one resident. In my 
opinion the property at 470 W. 
Sierra Madre boulevard has 
been reduced 25 per cent in 
value as a residential site,” he 
added. 

The realtor also remarked 
that “steps should be taken” 
by the council limiting this 
and all future variances to a 
time limit “as to protect 
against misuse.” 

During the general discus¬ 
sion, Mrs. Grace Vane, 220 E. 
Sierra Madre boulevard, said: 
“I think we all are interested 
in how a thing like this could 
happen here . . . it’s bound to 
be a detriment to all the town.” 

Members of the Planning 
Commission replied that there 
was “some fault on all sides.” 

Mrs. Vane asked if there ever 
has been a time when such 
structures were torn down. 

The city planners acknowl¬ 
edged that there never has 
been such a time. 

S. J. Pinelli, 481 W. Sierra 
Madre boulevard, who lives 
across the street from the 
property in question, said he 
was in favor of Mr. Jackson’s 
modified Cl proposal. And he 
added: 

“As long as he (Dr. Valois) 
has gone as far as he has, I’d 
like to see the others get the 
same right . . . But I don’t see 
how he got as far as he did.” 

“We don’t either,” observed 
Chairman Mrs. Wright. “And 
we are terribly irked about it.”

Most deafness has its beginnings in childhood. If a hearing 
impairment is allowed to continue unchecked, it may become 
permanent. Early detection and treatment has prevented many 
cases of deafness or permanent impairment of hearing. In fact, 
specialists go so far as to say that most hearing defects due to 
childhood diseases can be cur¬ 
ed if they are detected early. 

Parents should know that 
there are certain signs which 
may point to a hearing loss 
in children. They are: nose and 
throat infections associated 
with earache or, running ears; 
inattentiveness; unusual listen¬ 
ing postures such as head tilt¬ 
ing; speech and voice peculiar¬ 
ities; emotional disturbances; 
irrelevant answers to questions; 
school difficulties such as poor 
grades. 

The child who is handicap¬ 
ped by poor hearing misses so 
many things in his schoolwork 
that oftentimes he is mistak¬ 
enly suspected of-being men¬ 
tally dull. 

Fortunately there are several 
agencies in this area whose 
job it is to counsel with par¬ 
ents on hearing difficulties of 
children. 

Every school system in the 
County has, or has access to, 
hearing specialists and prelim¬ 
inary testing equipment. 

The Metropolitan Hearing 
Center of Los Angeles, 215 W. 

5th St., provides such tests for 
private and parochial schools 
as well as for child care cen¬ 
ters. The Hearing Center em¬ 
ploys a specialist to give in¬ 
dividual consultation and ad¬ 
vice to parents concerning chil¬ 
dren’s hearing problems and 
offers unbiased advice on the 
purchase and use of hearing

When we read the daily 
newspapers and seldom miss 
a day without reading of the 
disaster of fire, it’s little won¬ 
der that the leaders of fire de¬ 
partments continue to remind 
residents to be careful. 

We read so many times of 
the death of small children 
who have been trapped in 
burning homes. How can we 
help but get busy and root out 
all the fire hazards? There are 
so many dangers lurking 
around the house. These have 
been repeated in this column 
as well as through channels of 
fire fighting magazines and 
other papers. Well known sour¬ 
ces of unwanted fires can be 
easily removed from the prem¬ 
ises if a little time is given to 
the task. 

Remember, it is the wonder¬ 
ful support of those who abide 
by the suggestions made here 
that is given the credit for the 
very low fire loss in Sierra 
Madre. 

This popular record can eas¬ 
ily be blemished by a few care¬ 
less and thoughtless acts. It 
can be any of us. 

It is so easy to become care¬ 
less about fire. It is well to 
remember that fire makes light 
of everything and that forest 
fires are what happen when a 
man lets his cigarette go out 
alone. (Tain’t funny). 

When the fire “laddies” re¬ 
port for meeting this week, 
there will be much to discuss. 
The matter of uniforms while 
at drill is a new question. 
Some are agin’ the idea of ap¬ 
pearing at drill dressed in the 
worst looking outfit of the 
wardrobes. Some of the fellows 
have been known to look 
around the basement for the 
most rugged piece of wraps 
they could find to wear for fire 
drill. There is always that 
prospect of getting caught in 
the midst of a shower of water 
or getting thrown in the dirt.

Gas Company 
Asks Genera! 
Rate Increase 

Southern Counties Gas Com¬ 
pany, which recently asked the 
Supreme Court to set aside a 
rate increase denial by the 
Public Utilities Commission, 
last week filed a new applica¬ 
tion with the state regulatory 
body for a general increase in 
gas rates. 

The company declares that 
it must have additional gross 
revenues of $4,852,000 a year 
in order to maintain its credit 
standing. Estimates of 1952 
earnings indicate that the re¬ 
turn on the capital investment 
will have shrunk to 4.5 per cent 
at the end of the year, a 
spokesman said. 

The company contends that 
it will need “at least a 6.5 per 
cent rate of return in order to 
keep its earnings reasonably in 
gear with such other compan¬ 
ies with which it is in compe¬ 
tition for new capital, so that 
it will be able to attract money 
on favorable terms to finance 
the necessary additions and 
betterments to its system.” 

The proposed boost would 
mean a 20 per cent increase 
in gas rates for general service 
customers, the company offical 
stated. The increase, he esti¬ 
mates, would add 88 cents a 
month to the bill of the aver¬ 
age home gas user.

or to permit any unauthorized 
use of water through any met¬ 
er installed for the use of such 
consumer. 

SECTION 30. INTERFERENCE 
WITH EQUIPMENT: It shall 
be unlawful for any person to 
open any City fire hydrant, 
stop-cock or gate valve, or to 
meddle with any street service, 
water connection or back-flow 
device, or any water meter, or 
to meddle or tamper with any 
water meter box or meter box 
lid, or drive a motor vehicle 
over or obstruct a water meter 
or a water meter box attached 
to any pipe connected with the 
water mains or water pipes of 
the City of Sierra Madre, or to 
turn on or off water in any wa¬ 
ter main or water pipes, or to 
tap, break or injure any fire 
hydrant, water main or water 
pipes, water meter, meter box 
or meter box lid, or any reser¬ 
voir belonging to the City of 
Sierra Madre, or to tap any 
water service pipe between the 
point of connection with the 
water main and the meter 
placed on such pipe line, or to 
take or draw water from any 
main, pipe or hydrant of the 
City of Sierra Madre in any 
manner not authorized by this 
ordinance. 

SECTION 31. TURNING OFF 
WATER: In ease of emergency 
the Water Department shall 
have the power to turn off wa¬ 
ter from mains and pipes of 
the system, without notice. In 
all olher cases the Superintend¬ 
ent shall give reasonable notice 
of such turning off to consum¬ 
ers likely to be affected. 

SECTION 32. FIRE HY¬ 
DRANTS: Fire hydrants shall 
he placed by the Water De¬ 
partment, the cost of which 
shall he paid out of the gen¬ 
eral fund or other funds avail¬ 
able for that purpose. Fire hy¬ 
drants shall he« maintained, 
served with water and repaired, 
when necessary, by the Water 
Department, and the cost of 
such maintenance and the re¬ 
pair of such hydrants shall be 
paid out of the general fund, 
or other fund available for that 
purpose. 

It shall be unlawful for any 
person to use fire hydrants for 
any purpose other than extin¬ 
guishing fires without a writ¬ 
ten permit from the Water Sup¬ 
erintendent to be issued in his 
discretion in proper cases. 

SECTION 33. EMERGENCY 
SHUTDOWN. All water outlets 
and all continuous streams of 
water in use must be shut off 
promptly upon an alarm of 
fire or general emergency be¬ 
ing given, and shall not be 
lurned on again until the fire 
occasioning such alarm shall 
be extinguished or the cause 
of such general emergency 
shall be eliminated. 

SECTION 34. WATER FUR¬ 
NISHED CITY: The Water De¬ 
partment of the City of Sierra 
Madre shall be paid out of the 
general fund or olher available 
fund at the regular water rates 
herein provided, for all water 
furnished to the City and its 
various departments, except for 
water used in extinguishing 
fires. 

SECTION 35. ADOPTION OF 
RULES AND CHANGE OF 
RATES: The City Council may, 
from time to time, by Resolu¬ 
tion adopt rules and regula¬
